This evidence was given before the Court 
of Inquiry which has been set up by the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce to con- 
sider and report on an application for 1n- 
creased wages served on the Dublin Master 
Bakers’ Committee by the Irish Bakers 
Union and the Workers’ Union of: Ireland 
yesterday at 13 Merrion square, Dublin, . 

The Court comprises:—Mr. J. P. O'Brien, 
Chairman: Mr A W Bayne and Mr. 
Johnson. with Mr. J. Swift and Mr. D. J. 
O’Donohoe as assessors. 

Evidence was given by Mr. John O’Brien, 
Secretary of the Federated Employers, Ltd., 
who said that the Federation felt that it was 
in duty bound to draw the attention of the 
Court, not alone to the fact that the wages 
in the bakery trade were already at a very 
high level, but that any increase granted in 
that trade must inevitably have repercussions 
in stitring up dissatisfaction among other 
organised groups of workers.  —— —. 

Mr. O’Brien spoke of a disparity 3n wages 
and rates of production in the bakery trade 
here and in Belfast and London. Whilst the 
wages in some cases were as much as £1 
lower than those received by workers in the 
Dublin bakery trade, the production in Dub- 
lin was in certain cases as low as one-third 
of the production in the other centres. It 
had been pointed out in explanation of the 
disparity that the methods of bread produc- 
tion in Dublin were different from those ob- 
taining in other centres. 


PRODUCTION IN DUBLIN 


The main difference would appear to be 
that whereas in other centres the production 
of bread had been highly mechanised and 
in certain cases standardised and subjected 
to piece-work conditions, the Dublin method 
of production was that of hand-moukling, and 
wages paid on a time basis. It had been 
represented that the type of bread produced 
in Dublin was the only type with which the 
citizens would be satisfied. 

It might be stated that any alteration in 
the existing method of producing bread, such 
as the mechanisation of the process, might 
easily have the effect of disemploying certain 
workers in the trade. That would, indeed, be 
unfortunate, but they must not lose sight of 
the fact that many hundreds of thousands of 
workers in other trades were affected by the 
increased cost of production. \Whilst a judg- 
ment on that matter by his federation would 
possibly be untimely and might more reason- 
ably be left to those who were technically 
versed in the industry, nevertheless, it was 
felt that the matter must be pressed as one 
which should give serious cause for examina- 
tion.

WASTEFUL SYSTEM 


Mr. Owen Sheehy Skeffington, M.A.. gave 
evidence on behalf of the Dublin Consti- 
tuencies’ Council of the Labour Party. He 
stated that it would be shown how the pre- 
sent method of bread manufacture, distribu- 
tion and sale could be changed to reduce the 


living to all workers in the trade. The pro- 
duction of the community bread in decent 
conditions, at a reasonable price, must no 
longer be allowed to remain subsidiary to the 
purely secondary question of producing profit 


| for private individuals or public companies. 


Criticising the present system of bread pro- 
duction, he said that the Master Bakers had 
Stated that the workers must pay the whole 
of the increased cost of living as the Govern- 
ment would not allow the Master Bakers force 
the consumer to pay it all. The profit-makers 
could be asked to make a sacrifice. 
Talk of wage increases at this time was mis- 
Jeading, as workers had suffered approxi- 
mately per cent. reduction in the past 
year. Two other injustices were the unneces- 
sary frantic morning speed-up to get the bread 
out quickly, and the needless strain of con- 
stant competition between vanmen of different 
companies The present methods of bread 
“Syne distribution and sale were waste- 
ul in the extreme. 


BAKERS’ BALANCE SHEETS 


_ Reviewing the balance sheets of five lead- 
ing bakers in Dublin, Mr. Skeffington esti- 
mated their combined profits at £83,000, 
which was “ skimmed off the industry, exclu- 
sive of directors’ fees.” An average increase 
of 10s. per week to the workers would require 
£54,000, and the balance could go towards 
reducing the cost of bread or used to create a 
sinking fund to buy out present owners. 

Referring to the millers, he said that this 
group made “the master bakers’ dividends 
and fees appear so paltry that all the big 
master bakers have seen to it that they have 
a very considerable interest in this second 

roup. 

‘In the milling industry in 1937 the average 
output per worker was £278, and the average 
wage was £134. In 1938 the average worker's 
output was £288 and the wage £125. The 
difference between me and output repre- 
sented the average “ rake-ofíf '’ obtained from 
each worker by the profit-taker. The Council 
estimated that the millers’ profits put more 
than 1d. on the price of the 4ib. loaf. 

The satisfactory production, distribution 
and sale of bread could not be done without a 
complete taking over of the entire baking and 
milling industry by a public board. * 

The Court was adjourned.

Rumania’s Future 


The recent history of the Rumanian 
Kingdom is a story of desperate efforts to 
retain an untenable position in South- 
Eastern Europe—a story of political 
blunders, of compromises, of intrigues, and 
of interna] dissensions in the most typical 
tradition of Anthony Hope. When the last 
war broke out Rumania was believed to be 
sympathetic with Germany. The King 
was a member of the Hohenzollern- 
Sigmaringen family, and there were close 
ties, apart from dynastic associations, 
between Bucharest and Berlin. Naturally, 
there was keen competition for Rumania’s 
favours between the Central Powers and 
the Anglo-French-Russian Entente. The 
Allies were successful, with the result that 
Rumania entered the war on their side, 
only to be overwhelmed within a few weeks 
by the German army, under Genéral von 
Mackensen. Nevertheless, the Allies were 
truce to their promises. When the war 
was over Rumania obtained huge accessionx 
of territory, including Bessarabia, tho 
Northern Bukovina, Transylvania, and the 
Dobrudja. Under the brilliant guidance 
of a highly astute statesman, in the 
person of Monsieur Titulescu, the greatly 
enlarged kingdom assumed a position of 
much importance in the Balkans. It 
became a vital link in the French chain 
of European alliances. With Czecho- 
slovakia and Yugoslavia, Rumania took 
an active part in the formation and main- 
tenance of the Little Entente, the primary 
object of which was to prevent any serious 
revision of\the 1918 peaco settlement ;and,

Rumania’s internal politics are her own 
affair. Possibly, she is well rid of King 
‘Carol, whose very personality was an 
anachronism ; and it was only natural that 
the Rumanian people, having lost so much 
of their former territory, should turn for 
political salvation to the extremists of the 
‘Tron Guard.” On the other: hand, a 
new situation is developing in Rumania 
which may have a profound effect on 
European affairs. No sooner had the 
change of régime occurred than anti- 
British feeling began to manifest itself in 
an acute form. There were some four 
hundred British subjects in Rumania, 
engaged mainly in the oil industry. 
the days when Rumania was virtually an 
ally of Great Britain, arrangements had 
been made to destroy some of the 
machinery of the oil wells in order to he 
able to put them out of commission in the 
event of an invasion. Several of the 
British officials, who, presumably, were 
privy to this plan, have been arrested by 
the new Government on charges of 
sabotage ; and, although vigorous protests 
have been made by the British Govern- 
ment, no satisfaction has been given. Sir 
Reginald Hoare, the British Minister in 
Bucharest,, has been unable to make any 
impression on the Rumanian authorities. 
Indeed, matters have reached such a stage 
that twelve telegrams, despatched by the 
British Legation, some in code and some 
en clair, have not reached their destina- 
tion ; and it looks as if diplomatic relations 


broken off at almost any moment. At the 
same time relations between Rumania and 
Germany seem to be becoming closer every 
day. There has been an exchange of 
cordial telegrams between. (General 
Antonescu. the new Rumanian: Premier, 
and Reichsmarshal Goering, and there 
seems to be no doubt that detachments of 
German troops have crossed the Rumanian 
frontier. There is no question of anything 
but a friendly ‘‘invasion.’’ The German 
soldiers are stated to be mainly 
technicians, whose task it will be to 
instruct the Rumanian Army; bus they 
will also guard the oil wells. Fortifica- 
tions already are being built at various. 
points'in the petrol areas. According to 
the most recent reports German tanks. 
anti-aircraft batteries, anti-tank guns, and 
aviation units have reached Rumania via 
the Danube, and a new air base is being 
established near Bucharest. There is a 
movement on foot to ban exports of oil 
from Rumania to all countries except 
Germany and Italy. Exports to Greece. 
which depends entirely on Rumanian 
supplies, already have been 
Whether or not Rumania will become an 
active adherent of the ‘‘ Axis” remains 
to be seen; but she certainly has ceased 
to be sympathetic with Great Britain. Her 
change of attitude may have incalculable 
effects on the political situation in the 
Near East, although it is too soon yet to 
draw conclusions from recent events.

Aer Lingus 


A substantial increase in the number of 
passengers carried between this country 
and Great Britain is shown in the latest 
trafic return that has been issued by 
Irish Air Lines. At a time when trans- 
Atlantic flights are of regular bi-weekly 
occurrence, the “hop” from Dublin to 
Liverpoolvyor Douglas or Bristol is as free 
from excitement and novelty to those who 


They probably regard the air journey as 
as a great deal safer than the transit of 
the Irish Sea by steamer. Nevertheless, 
with certain obvious difficulties confront- 
ing air traffic, as a result of the war, and 
with travelling between Ireland and 
England itself severely curtailed for the 
same reason, it would have caused no 
surprise if the report of Aer Lingus had 
shown reduced operating and a decreasing 
passenger list. Actually a total of 3,556 
passengers was carried in the six months 
ended September 30th. This represents an 
increase of 263 passengers, ‘‘despite,’’ in 
the words of the report, “ the many 
operational difficulties which necessarily 
had to be faced by the company since the 
cutbreak of hostilities in Europe.’’ The 
basis of comparison used in the report is 
the corresponding six months, April to 
September, of 1939—a period that was, 
except for one month, in the pre-war era. 
Greater force is given to the satisfactory 
figures quoted when one recalls that the 
1939 passenger-total included 1,098 persons 
carried in the service to and from the 
Isle of Man. In the last war the Isle 
of Man was used for the internment of 
German prisoners of war; this time it is 
being used as a place for the concentration 
of various classes of aliens. ‘There were 
no holiday-makers in the summer that has 
just closed to dance in the Palace or 
Villa Marina, to travel at dignified pace 
in the horse-drawn ‘toast racks’? and 
phetons, to explore Laxey and the other 
glens, or bathe at the many pleasant places 
around the island. Consequently,. there 
was no air service from Eire. That fact 
in itself might have been expected to 
reduce substantially the Air Lines traffic 
i The fact that it did not shows 
that travel by air is increasing in 
popularity in this country as steadily as 
in other parts of Europe before the war 
began. The operations of Aer Lingus craft 
recently included Sunday pleasure flights 
over large portions of the twenty-six 
counties. They proved an outstanding 
success, and it is anticipated that they 
will be: resumed on a much wider basis 
next summer. These pleasure flights havc 
an important incidental value. They. 
accustom the passengers to travel by air, 
and they are certain to have a sequel in 
an increasing use of aeroplanes for 
business journeys.

E specch of Mr. Churchill in the 
dS Neues of Commons yesterday has 
been received here with great approva!, 
people recognising that he does not mince 
matters nor attempt to wrap up 
unpleasant truths in any way. The only 
point on which there 1s much comment 18 
to the story of Dakar. His official story. 
is different to that put out by inspir 
quarters at the time. He made it per- 
fectly clear that somebody had been to 
blame for a most unfortunate incident, 
and .that disciplinary action had been 
taken. On September 24 it was stated 
in circles which should know that “ the 
British authorities had allowed the French 
naval units from Toulon to pass 
Gibraltar and reinforce the Vichy garrison 
at Dakar because they were safer at Dakar 
than Toulon, where they might have been 
taken over by Germany. ‘he Germans 
cannot get at them at Dakar, witere they 
will now be taken over by General de 
Gaulle or destroyed or else: immobilised. 
It is regarded as a matter of great im- 
portance that the truth should be made 
known, and in political circles Mr. 
Churchill is warmly commended for his 
clear statement.

-Damage was 
done to a number of houses and industrial 
premises, but there are indications that 
the casualties caused were not heavy. At 
the hospital one part of the building 1s 
down to the ground, and rescue partics 
to-day were trying to save people hetieved 
to be trapped in the wreckage.

& hanging Manners 


A correspondent writes :— 

London’s A.R.P. workers have proved 
themselves real heroes since the war on 
Britain began. Not a few have sacrificed 
their lives in the discharge of their duties. 
Twelve months «go it seemed rather a 
joke to find A.R.P. people taking them- 
selves seriously, but that was before 
France and Belgium had capitulated, 
when’ we. had not yet visualised what 
hourly air raids on London ‘could mean. 

The consensus of opinion was that the 
A.R.P. worker was one on the look out 
‘““safe’’ job. It seemed a great 
joke to me when the effeminate young 
man in the flat opposite to mine took to 
wearing a tin hat and an A.R.P. armlet. 
could scarcely contemplate his 
rescuing a kitten. 

But two weeks ago a church in our 
locality, with a crypt underneath that 
served as an A.R.P. shelter, was bombed ; 
a dozen people were killed and a great 
number injured. In a flash that young man 
was out of his flat, dodging a rain of 
shrapnel and machine-gun bullets, and. 
although all that remained of his girl 
friend was the remnants of her coat, he 
worked for hours helping to get out the 
dead and injured. 

That is only one of hundreds of similar 
cases. 


Maedchen in Uniform 


Young girls who had given their services 
voluntary at the beginning of the war, 
generally as ambulance drivers and _ fire- 
fighters, strolled around in slacks a few 
months ago, carmine-lipped and with 
vermilion-tinged finger nails. 

These same girls, many of them under 
twenty, have driven. ambulances under the 
fiercest bombing or helped to fight fires in 
the most dangerous conditions. Many of 
them have been killed at their work. 

Corporation officials do not strike one 
as qualifying for high distinction in the 
course of their duties. but here manv of 
them form the nucleus of the demolition 
and fire-fighting squads, and in 1940 carn 
the George Cross many times over in their 
day’s work.

About fifty babies and young children 
arrived oun the mail-boat at Dún Laoghaire 
shortly before midnight last night, accom- 
panied by some two hundred adults, many of 
whom .were mothers 

Many of the children were from London 
and, with their mothers and fathers, had spent 
‘he past seven or eight weeks sleeping in 
shelters each night., Some of the children 
were sick with colds; others tired and run- 
down, while one baby had aneasles. 

Mrs. Sheridan who lived for the past ten 
vears at Hendon. London, with her husband 
and six young children, from two to ten years 
of age, said that she had heei sleeping every 
night for seven weeks with her children and 
husband in a public shelter. Her children, 
she said. were unwell as a result. She was 
taking them back to Tinahely, Co. Wicklow, 
for safety. Her husband has also returned to 
Ireland. Three doors away from their house 
in Hendon bombs destroyed their neighbours’ 
homes. 

Mrs Diggins, who lived in North London 
with her five months. old child, said that she 
was returning to Kerry. She had been sleep- 
ing under the stair of her home for the past 
six weeks, and had seen her neighbours’ homes 
bombed. 

Mrs. Dunne and her three ‘children were 
returring from Hulme, Manchester, to Mary- 
borough. Houses near them had heen bombed. 

Two girls named Murphy, aged 14 and 12, 


with labels tied to the lapels of them coats, 


arrived, unaccompanied, from London to go 
to their grandmother in Bantry. Their home 
had been wrecked. but their father and 
mother were remaining in London. The 
children had slept in shelters for over four 
weeks.

Chief targets of the heavy bombers were 
tlhe shipbuilding yards at Bremen, the naval 
docks at Wilhelmshaven, the Krupps works 
at Essen, the large oil refinery at Hamburg, 
and the hydro-generation plant and power 
station at: Gelsenkirchen. 

First of the raiding force detailed to attack 

the shinbuilding yards at Bremen arrived as 
early in the evening as 8.15, and in the next 
hour and a half the whole area was systema- 
tically bombed with high explosives and in- 
cendiaries: the docks were repeatedly hit, 
and fires were started in all. parts. A stick 
of bombs from one aircraft burst on a block 
of factory buildings. Members of the crew 
saw two large explosions. These were followed 
a few minutes later bv five considerable fires. 
The same bomber. dropping a second stick, 
scored a direct hit on another dock building, 
which was also set ablaze. After five or ten 
minutes had elapsed the explosive contents 
of the building, apparently, caught fire; for 
there was a great explosion and large 
quantities of débris were thrown a hundred 
feet int» the air in all directions. No fewer 
than fourteen fires—three of them seen many 
miles away from the target—were started in 
the early stage of the attack. The crew of 
one homber alone.reported on their return 
that their bombs had dropped with such good 
effect that at least twelve fires were started 
by their salvoes. 
One member of the crew said that sume of 
the fires were still visible when the aircraft 
was ten minutes’ flying time away from the 
scene. 


FIFTEEN TONS OF BOMBS 
At Wilbelinshaven most of the bombers en- 


defences and ''flak ” shins. [n spite of the 
severity of the barrage all the attacks were 
pressed home, and before the raid came to an 
end more than 15 tons of high explosives had 
been dropped on the target 

In a swift attack on the naval base at 
Brunnsbuttel a single bomber dropped a line 
of bombs across the Mole. About three 
minutes after the last bomb had fallen the 
observer noticed a bright flash on the ground. 
The pilot as once circled the area to find out 
what had happened ‘and saw a 
large fires burning on the Mole. 

The attack on the oil refineries at Ham- 
burg began later iu the evening. Here again 
the raiders followed one another in quick 
succession, coming in from all directions. 
From. reports received it is clear that.a high 
percentage of direct hits was obtained. 


KRUPP WORKS BATTERED 


In the raid on the Krupps’ works at Essen 
a fire started by one of the raiders was used 
as a guide and load after load of heavy 
bombs were later dropped directly on to the 
main buildings. One stick of bombs, falling 
in the centre of the target, set fire to several 
buildings. Another -eport stated that six 
fires broke out after another well-aimed salvo 
had registered a direct hit. 

A third pilot. noticed several explosions 
and reported on his return that the whole 
area appeared to ne ablaze. One of the 
raiders also attacked ‘he aerodromes at Essen, 
where his bombs were seen to burst among the 
hangars and aerodromes.

A resolution accepting Mr. Chamberlain’s 
resignation expressed deep gratitude for his 
services to the nation and appreciation of his 
singlenesrs of purpose, and, proposing Mr. 
Churchill’s election as leader, thanked him 
for his magnificent leadership, zeal and vigour, 
and ledged loyal support in the stern tasks 
ahead. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S SPEECH 


Mr. Churchill said that his friendship with 
Mr. Chamberlain had been welded ‘‘in the 
firés of war” into a comradeship of mutual 
trust and close identity oí view.

The Times. in a leading article to-day, 
says :—The United. States is not an easy 
country to intimidate, and the crude attempt 
of the Axis. Powers to frighten Americans 
was’ bound to produce effects the very 
opposite of what was intended. One obvious 
intention of the pact between Germany, Italy 
and Japan was to warn off the United States, 
both from giving future aid to Great Britain, 
and from defending her own interests in the 
Far East and the South Seas—the vast and 
indefinite area which Japan has now staked 
out as her /ebensraum. And, if neither Mr. 
Roosevelt nor his Cabinet is likely to be 
affected by the menace of joint German, 
Italian and Japanese hostility, the prospect, 
it was hoped, would reinforce Isolationist 
sentiment, and would hamper the Adminis, 
tration by creating dissension and confusion 
among the American people. This seemed 
the easier to accomplish at the height of a 
bitterly-fought election campaign. All this 
is in * eeping with the recent trend of Ger- 
man propaganda in the. United States. This 
combination of threats and cajolery has 
missed its mark completely. Even before 
the pact between the Axis Powers and Japan, 
both feeling and conviction in favour of help- 
ing the Allies by every means short of war, 
had made great strides in the United States. 
Public opinion became more urgent. every 
day in insisting that nothing should be left 
undone to accelerate supplies to Great Britain 
as the surest way of defending the United 
States, and -of keeping the war from cross- 
ing the Atlantic Ocean. Side by side with 
the rapidly spreading appreciation of the true 
nature of the conflict in Europe, and the 
necessity for closer co-operation with the 
nations of the British Commonwealth, if the 
‘ideals common to them and to the American 
nations are to be preserved, there has been 
a growing uneasiness over the undeclared 
war in the Far East. 

Far from being halted by the almost open 
threat. of the new pact, these movements of 
cpiniou in the United States have been given 
an imme: , impetus. It is not merely that 
a great nation resents an attempt to dictate 
its policy from outside. It has also con- 
vinced them that, if the Axis Powers are 
allowed to impose their will upon Europe, 
Asia and Africa, the American countries will 
find it almost impossible to withstand the 
pressure to which they would be exposed.

HONG KONG ROUTE 


The spotlight of publicity has momentarily 
turned to the Far East, writes Reuter’s 
Diplomatic Correspondent, and Japanese re- 
actions to the decision of Great Britain to 
reopen the Burma Road are being watched 
with interest. 

The British action does not seem to have 
aroused surprise, since,’ from the moment 
Japan virtually threw in her lot with the 
Axis Powers, it was obvious that there could 
be no prolongation of a temporary measure 
designed to promote any prospect of appease- 
ment in the Far East, ee 

Japan has not sought to find any basis of 
approach to the Chiang Kai-Shek Government 
nor has there been more than a lull in the 
vindictive measures against British subjects 
and British trade in those aes of China 
under Japanese control. Although there is 
a certain amount of bluster in some organs 
of the Japanese Press the present tendency 
is to emphasise that the Burma Road will 
now be exposed to air attack, and even com- 
plete interruption, thanks to the occupation 
of Indo-China. 


* QUITE MISTAKEN ” 


The Japanese also note with satisfaction 
that “the Hong Kong route for supplies will 
continue to remain closed.” In this latter 
assumption, says Reuter, they are quite mis- 
taken, as the only obligation which the 
British Government undertook with the 
Japanese Government regarding the closure 
of the Hong Kong route for passage of 
material to China was included in what 
became known as the ‘‘Burma Road . Agree- 
ment.’’ When this agreement lapses, British 
obligations to Japan regarding Hong Kong 
will lapse simultaneously.

| by the Governor of the Colony in January, 


1939, to ensure its security. 

It is no secret that little traffic for China 
can pass along the Hong Kong route owing to 
the present Japanese sea and land dispos!- 
tions.

ADVICE TO U.S. CITIZENS 


The serious view taken in the United States 
of the probable course of events is reflected 
in the official advice given to American 
citizens to leave the Far East. while means 
of travel exist. It is believed that the British 
(sovernment is considering the possibility of 
similar advice to British subjects. 

The British Government has kept the U.S. 
yovernment informed of its policy in the 


matter of the Burma Road. The Soviet 
Government has also been informed of its 
intentions. ‘There is nothing to show what 


Moscow thinks, but the publicity given to 
the British decision and to American com- 
ment is not without its significance. It will 
be recalled that a certain amount of dis- 
pleasure was manifest in Moscow’s attitude 
when the decision to close the Burma Road 
was reached last July. 


VESSELS MAY BE SENT 


An air of suppressed excitement hung over 
Shanghai vesterday, says Reuter, as American 
residents . discussed possible evacuation from 
the city following the announcement from 
Washington that the American Consulate here 
would shortly issue a formal circular advising 
the 3,000 Americans in the Shanghai district 
to leave China unless they had urgent busi- 
ness here. 

It was said that any immediate wholesale 
evacuation of Americans from China is out 
of the question as the necessary vessels are 
not available. In.the event of an emergency 
the. United States Maritime Commission 
would send vessels to Far Eastern waters. 

The evacuation news caused pandemonium 
on the Shanghai Stock Exchange yesterday 
morning. Stocks and shares were dumped 
regardless of price, with the result that 
record low levels were established in many 
issues. 


MR. HEARST’S VIEWS 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


Sympathy for Japan’s aims in Asia and 
opposition to what he called the “ carping, 
complaining, meddling and interfering atti- 
tude’’ of the American Government was 
expressed in a newspaper article to-day by 
Mr. W. R. Hearst. 

Mr. Hearst is the only important publicist 
to take such a stand since the signing of the 
Axis-Japan Pact.

A STATEMENT of the policy of 

the new régime in unoccupied 
France was made by Marshal Pétain, 
in a broadcast to Frenchmen over the 


Lyons radio, to-night. 

Marshal Pétain said that he was setting 
forth what should be the essential outline 
of our new régime—‘‘ National in foreign 
policy, hierarchical! in internal policy, co- 
ordinated and controlled in its economy, and, 
above all, social in its spirit and in its 
institutions.’’ 

For over a month, he said, I have observed 
silence, and this silence, I know, surprises 
and sometimes disturbs some of you. Be re- 
assured. The Government has lost neither 
the independence of its speech nor its care 
for the interests of the country. 
been silent it has been working. 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE 


Three million refugees and two million de- 
mobilised soldiers cave returned to their 
homes. Most of the bridges destroyed by 
the war have been put back into use. Trans- 
port has been almost entirely restored. The 
revision of naturalisation difficulties, a law 
regarding access to certain professions, the 
dissoluton of secret societies, the search for 
those responsible for our disaster, the fight 
against alcoholism—ali this testifies to the 
firm determination that in all spheres the 
same efforts should be made to clean up and 
to reconstruct. 

A new law will regulate relations between 
capital and labour, ensuring proper dignity 
and justice for all. 

‘* A reform in education, which has already 
been begun, will rebuild the unity of the 
nation. 

“Thus have we dealt with immediate 
needs by our first measures. To do it we 
have had to overthrow established customs 
and disregard particular interests. We did 
it, feeling that it was our duty, and in the 
conviction that Frenchmen would know how 
to master their” impatience in order to judge 
our acts reasonably.’’ 


FUTURE GLOOMY 


Turning to the future, Marshal Pétain 
described it as gloomy. An agreement on the 
fate of the prisoners of war, he said, was one 
of the principal objects of his attention. He 
sent an affectionate message of sympathy for 
the inhabitants of Alsace and Lorraine, who 
had had to leave their towns and villages. 

“ Nor,” he added, “ can I forget the French 
peasants in occupied France or the Parisians, 
whose sadness i share, and whom I hope 
soon to see again.” 

Marshal Pétain said that extensive public 
works had been agreed upon, and large credits 
had been granted to ensure work for thousads 
of workers and increase the productive 
capacity of the country. As regards ration- 
ing, the Government had aimed at ensuring 
uality of sacrifices for all. 

farshal Pétain added that recovery could 
only be achieved in an atmosphere of confi- 
dence and faith, and he. concluded with an 
appeal to all Frenchmen to unite and to 
believe in their destiny.

CONFLICTING SYSTEMS 


The struggle they were watching was not 
one of national rivalry only; it was one 
between conflicting ideologies or systems of 
political thought. 

That must not blind them to the flaws of 
their present system of democracy, which had 
failed to make good the promises of equality 
—political, social and economic—which it 
professed to hold. Theoretically it might be 
true that in giving political equality to all 
they had done justice to all classes, and that 
every man had an equajgphance in the race 
of hfe. Actually, the man’s son was, 
so to speak, in the saddle, and the poor man’s 
son was still in the position of having to 
catch his horse. lil-housed, ill-fed, ill- 
environed, his strength was not equal to the 
contest. Political equality had accomplished 
much, but economic equality lagged behind. 

Dr. Harvey said that there was room under 
democracy for grave injustice, and a glaring 
disparity between the well-being of different 
classes and the anomaly of grinding poverty 
side by side with heedless luxury. It might 
be that the Commission on Vocational 
Organisation might devise a scheme whereby 
the various occupations of men might become 
components of the body politic, and secure 
for thejr members that measure of protection 
and justice which the individual units Had 
not been able to secure. The careful framing 
of Constitutions, however, will not secure 
justice and righteousness so long as_ the 
earts of men remain unregenerate. Until 
all men were imbued with Christian prin- 
ciples justice would,not descend on the earth. 

he conflict had another significance for 
members of the Chureh which at a crisis 
in its history took its stand for freedom cf 
the spirit in religion as against the 
absolutism of the mediaeval Church retury- 
ing to the pattern of the Apostolic age; and 
at a later period—namely, that of Dhis- 
establishment, advanced a step further in the 
direction of democratic, as against auto- 
cratic, government by giving its laity a voice 
in the administration of its affairs. Prima 
facie an authoritation Church appeared to 
have greater justification than an authorita- 
tion State, seeing that the salvation of souls 
was of greater moment than the safety of 
citizens; yet of even greater importance than 
the development of responsible citizens in 
the free air of democracy was the growth 
and development of the Christian soul in the 
atmosphere of liberty. Just as democracy 
was sybject to the defects corresponding to 
its merits, so were the members of the 
Church liable to similar risks. They must 
exercise their freedom with a full sense of 
its dangers.. Because they were free to 
criticise and think, they exercised their 
critical faculty on the Church itself, regard- 
ing the human aspect of the institution so 
closely as to forget that it was the Body 
of Christ imbued with the spirit and super- 
naturally endowed. Above all. they criti- 
cised their clergy, seeing their human im- 
perfections so desiely that they were án 
danger of forgetting’ that they were the 
divinely commissioned ambassadors’ of 
Christ, or else they criticised the very 
articles of the Creed. ignoring their unfitness 
to judge of their validity. 


TWO CHOICES 


The ideas which underlay their whole 
svstem were that religion should not be en- 
forced; that the Church should be beloved 
as a mother rather thén feared as a task- 
master. To that end, instead of rules and 
regulations put ferth under penalty or under 
hope of reward, were substituted ideals and 
recommendations which neither involved 
penalty if rejected nor reward if complied 
with. 

“I have no doubt that if our Church were 
again to choose whether she should lean 
towards autocracy and all that it implies, or 
towards freedom with all its risks she would 
have no hesitation in choosing the latter. 
Her ideals may be lofty—too lofty some 
people think for safety—and failure to attain 
them may entail a deeper fall, but we have 
the Scriptural warrant for believing that we 
may aim at the highest, for its possibility of 
attainment is guaranteed by the illimitable 
resources of grace that are available ”’

BRITAIN’S STRONG 
_. POSITION 


On the other hand, there are many other 
“ blockadable’”’ objects in which the Axis 
is definitely worse off than was Germany 
twelve months ago. The chief of these is 
food, because food stringency in winter is 
much more serious than in summer. No 
figures are available regarding the European 
harvest generally, but it is certain to have 
been well below average, by reason of the 
millions of able-bodied peasants unavailable 
for tillage work. It is very unlikely that 
the lesser agricultural countries will have any 
serious éxportable surplus after meeting their 
own requirements. A similar state of affairs 
obtains in those German-occupied countries 
which specialised in a sort of artificial agri- 
culture. There is, for example, the reported 
slaughtering regulation as to two-thirds of 
the cattle in Holland—necessitated by lack of 
imported feeding-stuffs.. And Denmark can 
certainly be no better circumstanced. 

The other articles which the blockade can 
still curtail are tropical products of all kinds, 
tin and wool and cotton. Substitutes can 
serve for someor all of these, at least in part, 
but they are never as satisfactory as the real 
thing. Another important blockade feature 
this winter is that all leakages have now prac- 
tically ceased. Spain is now the only neutral 
channel remaining through which any non- 
European goods can trickle through to either 
Germany or Italy. With Spain asa belligerent, 
this also would disappear. So that to-day’s 
blockade, though different, is still notably 
effective as a war-factor. 


THE BRENNER TALKS 


There has been much _ to-do about the re- 
cent Brenner meeting between the heads of 
the two Axis Powers. Why it is hard to 
see. Such a meeting appears to be quite a 
natural happening a between the Tekin 
af two allied countries in .. major war. The 
suggestion, adva..ced in some quarters, that 
such a mectin, is a ‘sign of weakness,” a 
‘prelude tu Seace feelers ” etc., can only be 
described as egregious I+ is much more 
reasonable to assume that the Axis leaders 
were merely discussing ways and means of 
hew to ' get on with the job”; and we may 
leave it at that. 

One possible new departure seems to be on 
the horizon in Rumania, now definitely 
aligned in the Axis interest. Jt appears to 
be certain that quite important numbers of 
German troops are already there—reorganis- 
ing the Army, guarding oil wells, etc. The 
total strength has by some been placed as 
high as three divisions which is quite 
possible. Very likely the number will eventu- 
ally be increased considerably beyond that 
figure. Germany has troops and to spare, 
and it might well be to her advantage to 
build up a striking-force of weight in the 
Balkans. 


GREECE AND TURKEY 


There are other indications of a possible 
development here in South-Eastern Euroyt. 
Bulgaria has put forward a claim to recover— 
at the expense of Greece—the A®gean coast- 
line which she lost in the former war. And 
Bulgaria, of course, is a thoroughly ‘‘ Axis ”’ 
country in outlook. In Albania there are 

owerful concentrations ot Italian troops ; and 
it should not be forgotten that, outside the 
boundaries of Zog’s former kingdom, there 
are quite important centres of Albanian popu- 
lation in Yugoslavia and Greece. The latter 
country might thus be easily taken between 
two fires—from the north-west as well as from 
the north. 

Greece and Turkey are the only countrigs 
in this part of Europe that could be regarded 
at the present time as opposed to the Axis 
Powers in broad, general political outlook. 
Whether a would be likely to go to 
the extent of war is another question. Greece 
in particular would not be well circumstanced 
to resist pressure. Possibly, with the aid of 
British sea-power, the Morea could be suc- 
cessfully defended—with its useful harbours— 
as also the islands; but that would be the 
most to expect. An attack on Turkey, how- 
ever, would be a more difficult matter. 


WAR ON SHIPPING - 


The trend of the commerce war on allied 
shipping can be fairly well gauged from the 
returns of the four weeks which correspond, 
roughly, to the calendar month of September. 
In all there were sunk 74 British, allied 
and neutral ships, aggregating 320,500 
tons—the last week of the month total- 
ling only half as much as that which 
preceded it. “It was, thus, a month very 
similar to the period of 1916-"17 which came 
immediately before the intensive time— 
serious. but not deadly, in other words. How 
totals may vary up or down is illustrated hy 
the relative figures for the first and last 
weeks of the month. In each week 10 British 
ships were sunk. But, whereas in the first 
week they totalled 28,000 tons, in the last 
they totalled exactly twice that figure—or 
56. tons. ' 

Altogether, there does not appear to be any 
serious prospect oí such.a new political or 
economic factor as would be likely to cause 
any radical or sudden change in the general 
war situation for some time to come.

MUST SPEND MORE 


Speaking as an industrialist he had no 
hesitation in saying that they spend far too 
little in publicity. That conviction was no 
recent couciusion. For years he had en- 
deavoured to din it into the ears of our manu- 
facturers that if for no other tin purely 
selfish reasons they must make their produce 
known to the public. What guarantee was 
there that they would always be m a position 
to say to the world that they would impose 
this or that duty? It is not inconceivable, 
he said, that as a consequence of the economic 
aftermath of this war a situation may, atise 
when we shall be compelled to admit goods 
free of duties in return for a market for our 
agricultural exports. This is the time to pre- 
pare for such a contingency. 

Referring to the external trade mark, Mr. 
Walsh said that goods bearing a trade mark, 
if based on world-wide sale and ,efficieutly 
devised publicity, were little short of a 
menace. ‘The only way to combat this handi- 
cap in the case of a small country was fo 
prohrbit the transfer of the mark from the 
factory or country of origin. Pending native 
legislation on patents and trade marks, they 
had to face the situation as they found it, and 
the obvious cure in this case was to place 
therr own goods on the map by every known 
means of publicity. 


MAKE PEOPLE BUY 


In the discussion which followed Mr. 
Richard O’Brien said that he had been 25 

ears in New York, where there was a popu- 
ation oí 100,000 Irish people, and in all that 
time they could never get Irish products to 
put on the market.

Mr. S. McCauley said that there should be 
searching examination to see how Irish manu- 
facturers could get their “share of the home 
market. é. . 

Mr. B. D. O'Kennedy said that, unfortu- 
nately, in this country, generally speaking, 
they were not advertising minded. Until they 
got their manufacturers to realise that adver- 
tising, properly handled and backed by 
efficient salesmanship, would do all that it 
might reasonably be expected to do, it would 
always be a difficult job. 

Mr. Frank Hugh O'Donnell said that they 
had not yet grown to the point of being able 
to put their goods, áon á speaking, on the 
market’ and advertising them as they should 
be. Irish manufacturers had tried. but found 
the American market a very difficult one. 

Mr. T. O’Connor said that the question of 
Patents and Trade Marks should be made a 
burning topic. 


IRISH ARTISTS 


Mr. F. O’Sheehan regretted that in this 
country Irish artists had so far been afforded 
very little opportunity in advertjsing, and 
had been given [ttle opportunity to help 
industry. 

Mr. L. C. Blennerhassett, hon. secretary, 
proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Walsh, 
said that what the Publicity Club wanted to 
do was to improve the standards of adver- 
tising, to criticise it, debunk all the fallacies 
and generally improve things from beginning 
to end. 

Mr. P. L. McEvoy, hon. treasurer, said 
that the Irish manufacturer knew more about 
publicity than he was given credit for. The 
very first thing to do was to produce a good 
article, and now that they were doing that 
the next step was to advertise it. The fact 
of having a good article was ,the best 
guarantee that it would be advertised. 

There were numbers of Irish manufacturers 
who should be advertising but who were not— 
Those were the manufacturers in this country 
who had been practically handed monopolies 
of particular lines of goods. The new phase 
of radio advertising was being abused in this 
country. Sunday was the best day for 
advertising on the radio, but it would cost 
£4 per minute, and the minimum one could 
take was fifteen minutes for a fifty-two weeks’ 
contract. It was obvious that there were few 
industries in this country. which could afford 
to spend that. . 

The Chairman (Mr. C. E. McConnell, 
E.LBP.A.) said that advertising in this 
country was itself a very important industry. 
I¢- employed ab lot of highly paid people, and 

an appro turnover of half a million 
pounds yearly. 

Mr. Walsh, replying, said that up to the 
present they had been receiving from eight to 
ten millions in money in the form of invest- 
ments from abroad. Nobody could guarantee 
that the bulk of those dividends was likely 
to continue. It was altogether in the reach 
of probability that the majority of those might 
disappear and that this country might be 
faced with a crushing adverse trade balance.
